Your letter has just been received in 
which you claim that the prohibi- 
tionists, as allies of our party, have 
propounded certain questions to your 
candidate for governor.

tion party is not an ally of the Demo- 
cratic party. 
We are against them 
and against prohibition. 
They, on 
the other hand, are against us and for 
prohibition. 
If Judge Foraker will 
declare whether he is an ally or an 
enemy 
to the 
prohibition 
party, 
whether he is in favor of prohibition 
or against it, we will be pleased to 
meet you and the chairman of the 


Mayor Muhler has called a meeting of 
the police commissioners for this even- 
ing and his honor proposes to read the 
riot act to the patrolman for not only 
gnoring his written insiructions to ar- 
rest idlers and suspicious characters, but 
for inattention to duty and drinking. 
He will also insist on the employment of 
two detectives to be under the super- 
vision of Capt. Diehl and proposes to 
see that they are selected for their ability 
not lor their relationship to some official.

The law does not abolish 
city prisons, ljut section 3,225, of the 
laws of 1881, establishes them to confine 
state and city prisoners. 
Section 1851 
gives every man the right to empower 
any one to appear in court for him, 
when his offense is punishable by fine 
only and in order to be safe and square 
each person arrested must sign a printed 
blank saying how much money security 
he puts up and what his representative 
must say for him. 
The Gazette was 
misinformed in these matters and will 
correct them I feel sure. 
Our method 
dealing with prisoners was mapped 
out by Prosecutor Dawson and I have 
confidence in him."

A Serious Boit.

WHEELING, W. Va., September 2 6 . — 
This morning at half past two, a ser- 
ious riot occurred at Laughlin's mill, 
above Martin's Ferry, Ohio, in which 
at least two hundred shots were ex- 
changed. 


The riot was precipitated by ah at- 
tack upon workmen in the mill by a 
number of armed men. 
The workmen 
had sentinels on guard or the result 
might have 
been more disastrous. 
From thirty to fifty men, armed with 
shotguns and revolvers came up the 
railroad track from the direction of 
Martin's Ferry and approached to with- 
in thirty paces of the mill, when tbe 
guards called out "halt." The men 
still advanced and in a second or two 
the command "halt" was given again, 
without effect; the third time the mill 
guards called out' 'halt.'' 
The attack- 
ing party then began firing when the 
men in the mill at once opened fire and 
a quick firing waa kept up for twenty or 
thirty minutes. 
The attacking party 
then ceased firing and almost immed- 
iately retreated, 
going 
toward the 
river. 


An examination of the forces in tbe 
mill showed that several bad been 
shot, only two, however, who were 
^rioutly hart^ ^imiiam DofT, wfttob* 


man, who had sixty-two shot in his 
body, and Millard Bailey, who was 
shot through the thigh with a rifle 
ball. 
As far as can be learned, four 
or five of the attacking party were 
hurt, one seriously. 
The force of 
armed men in the mill was eighteen or 
twenty. 


The attacking party, or ringleaders 
at least, are known. 
The mill force, 
after their assailants retired, rested on 
their arms fearing another attack. At 
this hour, 9 o'clock, all ia quiet with 
no further indications of trouble. 
The 
riot was occasioned by the introduc- 
tion of non-union men in the Laughlin 
nail mill. 
The non-nuion men have 
been boarding and sleeping in mill.

Gone With $100,000 of the Bank of tJie 
l a n h i ^ a n Omipany^ Cash.

Misting from his Desk in the Morning and a 
Hurried Summons to the Directors. 


$5,000 REWARD OFF£R£D. 


Paying Teller Scott of the Bank of the 
Manhattan Company, 40 Wall street, is 
missing, and there is a deficit of $160,000 
in the funds of the bank. The discovery 
was made on June 2d. Mr. Scott did 
not appear at his. desk in the morning, 
and sent no word explaining his absence. 
A slight examination of the cash and 
the books showed that there was a large 
deficit, and President De Witt C. Hays 
summoned a meeting of the directors. 
Accountants went at tlie books, and were 
at work at them all day. It was nearly 
dark before the work was done and the 
exact amount of the defalcation ascer- 
tained. The usual number of persons 
who left the building at seven attracted 
only casual notice, for the street was de- 
serted. 


Mr. Hays (the president) said that Mr. 
Scott has been in the bank for over 
twenty years, and has been phenomenally 
regular at his posi 
His absence yester- 
day morning caused remark. 
Some 
thought he must be sick, and expected 
every minute a messenger boy to drop 
in with a message from him. But no 
messenger came. Neither did Mr. Scott 
Mr. Hays arrived at the bank at ten 
o'clock. As soon as he was told of tbe 
unexplained absence of the paying teller 
he looked and found that the memoran- 
dum book in which Scott usually entered 
the cash of the bank was gone. Scott 
had always before left it in his desk. It 
dawned on Mr. Hays at once that some- 
thing was wrong. 
A man was sent to 
Mr. Scott's brother-in-law to find out 
where he lived. He was told tliat Mr. 
Scott boarded with his wife at 3 East 
Forty-seventh street 
There the bank 
messengers were told that neither Mr. 
Scott nor his wife was in. They had 
left the house some time in the morning, 
and Mrs. Scott had not said when she 
would be back. When the news was 
brought to the bank the directors were 
sent for, and the iwlice detectives were 
put on the case. 


The directors at once began to count 
the cash, of which there were about two 
millions, in the bank. They did not get 
through until late last evening, and 
found that there was just $100,610.43 
less cash there than Mr. Scott's booJss 
called for. 
Mr. Hays said : 


" I have always had implicit coutidence 
in Mr. Scott He was a fine-looking man, 
about forty years of age, somcwliat re- 
served, but smart and active. He has 
been paying teller five years. I cannot 
tell yet exactly how he managed to ex- 
tract the cash or when ho did it 
The 
bank was carefully examined in February 
and found all right to a cent 
I pre- 
sume his thefts do not cover more than 
a week. I judge that he credited the 
bank with more gold than there really 
was. He had entire charge of the count- 
ing of the cash. He received a salary of 
about $4,000. I presume he lived in 
good style. I knew he was a member of 
an athletic club, but I thought that was 
nothing against him. He belongs to a 
good family. But really .1 know little 
about his private life." 


Director E. S. Auchincloss said that 
Scott had been connected with the bank 
for twenty years. He is forty-five years 
old, and has a wife but no children. He 
received a liberal salary, between $4,000 
and $5,000, which was recently increased 
at the suggestion of Mr. Auchincloss, 


Some of Scott's friends think that his 
great suffering from dyspepsia unsettled 
his mind. 
They said he had acted 
queerlyof late—in one instance counter- 
manding invitations to a dinner party to 
which he had invited several friends 
without giving any reason therefoik 
He could easily have taken a larger 
amount of money, and if he had started 
on Friday would have had a longer time 
to escape, as Saturday was a holiday. 
These friends think he became suddenly 
insane and ran away with the money, 
without realizing what he was doing. 


A reward of $5,000 is offered by order 
of the directors, and will be paid on the 
production of a certificate from tlio Dis- 
trict Attorney showing the arrest and 
legal deUvexy of Scott to the proper au- 
thorities.

Secretary of estate. 


ISie death ; of the late Secretary of 
State has been • daily expected for some 
weeks. It removes a pubhc man of the 
highest personal character and of various 
service. Able, quiet, of sound,. conser- 
vative views, and of a cautious tempera- 
ment, Mr. Frelinghuysen gave dignity 
to the late Cabinet, and was in comiilete 
accord with President Arthur. 


It was his official duty, and doubtless 
it was agreeable to his convictions and 
inclinations, to reverse some tendencies 
in the foreign policy of his immediate 
predecessor, Mr. Blaine, who did not 
hesitate to express his opinion of the 
change in unmistakable terms. But 
the moderate course adopted by the late 
Administration in the treatment of South 
American affairs was very acceptable to 
the country. The reception of the com- 
mercial treaties was more doubtful, but 
they were made at too late a period to 
obtain a satisfactory expression of 
mature opinion. 


Mr. Frelinghuysen's presence in the 
late Cabinet undoubtedly tended to con- 
firm the general regard and confideuce 
which was felt toward the Arthur admin- 
istration. The Secretary's name is not 
identified with any single great measure, 
but it is that of an American gentleman 
•who served his country with the purest 
pahriotism and intelligence in every post 
of duty to which he was called. 


L 0 D I I ^ r T E L, 


Leader of Canadian Rebellion. 


Iiouis Kiel's career as leader of the 
rebellion of the metis in the Saskatche- 
wan country came to an abrupt end Avith 
the fall of Batouche, and liis own cap- 
ture by General Middleton, on the 15th 
of May. 


The insurgent leader appears to have 
played a decidedly unheroic part since 
he has been in General Middleton's cus- 
tody. He is said to have denied his 
cause, and to have behaved like a man 
half-insane. 
The opinion is now ex- 
pressed that he is not crazy at all, but, 
taking advantage of the simplicity of the 
natives, pretended to possess divine 
power, and so worked upon their feel- 
ings in a manner beyond comprehension. 
His conversation continually drifts into 
religious subjects, which appear to be 
his hobby. 


Several of the most important posts of 
the Hudson Bay Company, in the North 
Saskatchewan district, have been plun- 
dered by the Indians, all the goods car- 
ried away or burned, and the officers 
and people turned adrift to starve. The 
post at Greenlake, 200 miles north of 
Edmonton, towards Lake Athabaska, 
was treated in the manner described. 
The loss to the company will be incom- 
X)arable, as hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of goods in transit to 
Northern posts were at the Greenlake 
Post. 


The disposal of Kiel, now that he is a 
captive, is a question which seriously 
baxrasses the Dominion Government. 
They cannot hang or shoot him without 
antagonizing the French in Quebec, and 
they cannot let him go without raising a 
atorm in the rest of Canada. 
Kiel's 
sympathizers have already been active in 
raising funds for his defense.

of Kichmond afterward became Gov* 
ernor General of Canada, and it was 
during his career there that these Mar- 
tello towers were built for Kingston- 
then the capital of the united pro- 
vince of Upper and Lower Canada. 
His death occurred in 1819, from hydro- 
phobia, produced by the bite of a fox.

The shipments of flour, grain and pro- 
visions from Chicago to eastern through 
stations by the pool lines during the 
week ending Saturday, Sept. 28, amount- 
ed to 54,757 tons, against 52,161 tons 
during the preceding week, an increase 
of 2,566 tons. 
The Vanderbilt lines 
carried 61 per cent, of the tonnage, 
against 20:8 per cent, carried by the 
Pennsylvania lines. That tonnage is in- 
creasing is not considered strange, as this 
usually occurs at this season of the year. 
The wonder is that it should not be even 
larger in view of the contemplated ad- 
vance in rates next month. 
While rates 
are exceedingly low, being still quoted 
generally on the basis of 12 cents on 
grain to New York, it is quite apparent 
that there is a general desire to put them 
on higher basis. 
The increase in ton- 
nage this week is due wholly to increased 
shipments of grain, shipment of fiour 
and provisions each showing a slight 
falling off. 
The Nickel Plate carried 
5,459 and the Pittsburg road 7,050 tons. 


Pennsylvania Earnings. 


The monthly statement of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company shows a decrease 
in net earnings for the month of August 
of $502,495, and a decrease in net earn- 
ings for the first eight months of the year 
of $2,325,945. The Knee west of Pitts- 
burg and Erie for the first eight months 
of the year show a deficiency in meeting 
all liabilities of $1,187,314, T^hich is an 
increased deficiency, as compared with 
the same period of 1884, of $474,823.

This morning at hall past two. a ser- 
ious riot occurred at Uughliu's mill, 
above Martin's Ferry.
